As early as 1225 B.C., Greek worshipers of Bacchus offered 
cakes of flour with a figure of the cross imprinted on them. The 
swastika, or twisted cross, which became a symbol of terror in the 
20th Century, appears on the oldest medallions of the Buddhists and 
was a mystical good omen in many Hindu sects. 

The cross was used as an instrument of national punishment in 
the time of Abraham. As a gallows, it was familiar*to the Egyp¬ 
tians, Africans, Macedonians, Greehs and Romans. To various peo¬ 
ple it has meant a symbol of eternal life, productive power, or the 
life-giving qualities of the sun. 

For Christians around the -world, the cross is a symbol of their 
faith. - It was on a Roman cross at Golgotha where Christ died, only 
to rise again three clays later, so that, according to the Bible, ‘‘who¬ 
soever believetli in Him should not perish but have everlasting life. 7 * 

The early Christians portrayed Christ as the- Good. Shepherd, 
sometimes carrying a cross instead of a crook. From this evolved 
the custom of representing His people as sheep or lambs. By the 
end of the 6th Century, the first form of crucifix showed the Lamb 
represented on the cross itself. Crucifixes came to be widely dis¬ 
tributed by the church as aids to devotion. 

In the New World, the Spaniards conquered New Spain in the 
name of the cross. But they were astonished to find the holy emb¬ 
lem of their faith in the temples of the Aztecs. Colossal stone 
monuments throughout Mexico attest to an Indian civilization which 
adored crosses similar in design to the Greek, Latin, and Maltese 
forms. 

The cross of Lorraine, which Joan of Arc wore into battle, be¬ 
came General Charles de Gaulle’s symbol in leading the French re- 
sistence movement during World War II. A Swiss welfare agency 
which adopted as its emblem a red cross on a white field—reversing 
the color scheme in the Swiss flag—in 1864 organized a conference 
to help the sick and wounded soldiers of the world. Sixteen nations 
attended and established the International Red Cross. 

A plain gold cross, worn in the lapel and given free to those 
who wish it, is the emblem adopted by the largest radio mission in 
the world, The Lutheran Hour, More than six million gold crosses 
have been issued since the sponsoring Lutheran Laymen’s League 
presented the first broadcast of this internationally known program 
more than 30 years ago. The emblems are now being requested by 
people in Communist-controlled lands, according to noted theologian 
Dr. Oswald Hoffman of The Lutheran Hour. The program is aired 
.in English and more than 35 other languages over more than 1,200 
outlets, including 600 Mutual, NBC and independent stations in the 
U. S.. Its estimated weekly audience around the world is 30 million 
persons.

PICK OF THE PIG 

A lure can be decorated in 
many ways to make it more 
enticing and more effective. 

Of all the “additives” that 
can be combined with regular 
offerings, observe the fishing 
authorities at Mercury crut- 
boards, nothing beats a bunk 
of pork. 

Regardless of the species be¬ 
ing sought, this particular 
adornment will work miracles 
from the seashore, through the 
warm water areas, to the 
haunts of the arctic grayling. 

The pork rind is available in 
shapes, sizes and colors speci¬ 
fically designed to arouse the 
feeding instincts of nearly ev¬ 
ery fish that swims. From blue- 
gills to muskies, sails to sal¬ 
mon, a chunk of pork has been 
the downfall of many a reluc¬ 
tant battler. 

Strips of this artificial-natur¬ 
al bait may be attached to 
practically all lures. They are 
deadly as eels hooked to weed¬ 
less spoons or jigs. Matchstick- 
thin strips tailing a spinner 
give that added strike-produc¬ 
ing wiggle. Some pork comes 
in the form of “pills", appar¬ 
ently imitating bite-size salmon 
eggs that summon trout so 
well. For certain occasions, 
mere shavings, called “flicks," 
impaled on a plain hook will 
do the trick with bluegill, yel¬ 
low perch and crappie. 

Versatility of pork rind is 
overshadowed only by durabil¬ 
ity. No bait has its staying 
power, the ability to remain 
fresh hour after hour. None 
matches its toughness when 
combating short strikes and 
fouling. And you can't lose it 
during a cast. 

.Pork may not always be the 
best bait, say the Mercury lads, 
but it certainly merits* a re¬ 
served niche in every tackle 
box.

the new 1010 ES tax form? 1 did 
not receive one in the mail? 

A. About 13 million new esti¬ 
mated tax form packages wpre 
mailed to taxpayers February 1. 
If you filed an estimated tax de¬ 
claration last year or owed more 
than $40 when you filed your 
1067 return, you should have re¬ 
ceived a 1040 ES form, Declara¬ 
tion of Estimated Income Tax 
for Individuals” in the mail. 

The new forms are pread¬ 
dressed to assure proper identi¬ 
fication of estimated tax credits. 
If you did not receive a form, or 
are filing for the first time, you 
may obtain blank forms at your 
local Internal Revenue Service 
Office. 

Q. 1 work as .a construction la¬ 
borer and have W-2 Forms from 
many different companies for 
1968. Should I attach all of them 
to the return or should 1 add 
them up and give you the totals? 

A. You should attach Copy B 
of all your W-2’s to your return, 
although only the totals need be 
entered on the tax form. Failure 
to include all W-2’s Copies I> 
will hold up the processing of 
your return. 

Q. Could you answer this ques¬ 
tion, please? We did not receive 
our 1968 real estate tax bill until 
late December. I paid the tax in 
January 1969. Will I be allowed 
the deduction on my 190S lax 
form. 

A.No. The law’ specifically pro¬ 
hibits this deduction. You may 
only deduct a tax if it was paid 
during the calendar year for 
which the return is filed. How¬ 
ever, you will not lose the deduc¬ 
tion. Include it next year when 
filing your I960 tax form. 

Q. Are lump-sum Social Secur¬ 
ity payments taxable? 

A. No. All Social Security ben¬ 
efits are tax exempt. 

Q. JVly savings bank pays divi¬ 
dends instead of interest. How 
do I report this? 

A. Dividends on a savings bank 
account should be reported as in¬ 
terest on Page 2 of Form 1040, 
or line 6A of Form 1040A. 

Q. I have moved since last 
year. The tax forms I received 
in the mail have my old address; 
imprinted. What should I do? | 

A. Draw a line through the 
old address and insert the new 
address on the label. Also, write 
the old address on the first line 
below the'name and address 
block. This block should also be 
used to report any change of 
name, or filing status, from the 
previous year. 

Q. Perhaps you could clarify 
a problem. We spent over .$600 
to repair damage done by ter¬ 
mites which infested our home. 
My brother-in-law claims I have 
a tax deduction. Someone else 
told me “NO!” What is the right 
answer ? 

A. I’m sorry but you cannot 
deduct the loss. Under the law, a 
casualty is defined as the com¬ 
plete or partial destruction of 
property resulting from an iden¬ 
tifiable event of a sudden, un¬ 
expected. or unusual nature. A 
casualty loss for termite damage 
is not permitted because the 
“suddenness” test is not met. 
Damage usually does not occur 
until after 2 years following the 
original infestation of the prop-
